Richard  Pearsall, 
Times  news  analyst,  put  his  hand  up  at  the 
last  minute,  but  Mistress  of  Ceremonies,  Elaine 
Avila,  saw  Miss  Alves’s  hand  first.  “I  was 
wrong  anyway,”  remarked  Mr.  Pearsall  after 
the  program.  "I  thought  it  was  John  Davis, 
Barnum  and  Bailey's  number  one  animal 
trainer.” 

Bill  Decker,  guest  panelist  and  noted  sports 
writer  who  covered  the  winter  Olympics  this 
year,  proved  himself  a worthy  choice  when  he 
guessed  the  occupation  of  State  Fire  Chief 
Harold  Cooney. 

After  a brief  commercial  given  by  comedi- 
enne Connie  Silva  for  the  makers  of  O-U  Dog 
Food,  the  panel  set  out  to  discover  the  occu- 
pation of  William  Horne.
